'“sEurthermore, we request our Execu- 
tive’ Committee to make no sectional 
settlements, that any agreement arrived at 
must be submitted to the members before 
final acceptance. 

“In view of the fact that a meeting has 
been arranged for Friday, órd May, this 
meeting stands adjourned until Sunday, 
5th May, when we shall have, a report 
on the progress in all. grades from our 
chief officer in Ireland, Mr. C. D. Watters, 

‘* In the meantime, all branches to be 
advised: to put into operation = 
machinery for strike action if necessary. 

The’ meeting on the órd May referred 
| to. in the resolution is the meeting of the 
| Irish Railway Wages Board, which opens 
on that day. 

On the results of the Wages Board 
meeting will depend whether the threat of 
strike ‘action will take effect. or not. 

In the N:U.R., however, any strike 
action taken must be sanctioned by the 
Executive: Committee in London. 


SOME OPPOSITION 


In opposing the resolution, Mr. Sean 
Murray said that such a resolution was 
premature. © They should not anticipate 
that theré would be no satisfactory results 
from the Wages Board. This resolution 
could be deferred until next Sunday’s 
meeting of the members, when the reports 
on the Board meeting would be before the 
members for consideration. . 

Mr. H. Collins, Organiser, said that if 
the railway com panies had ‘not sufficient 
funds to meet the men’s claims for higher 
wages the Goyernment should step in and 
assist the companies as they had assisted 
air transport in this country. Air 
transport was still a mor? or less luxury, 
means of travel, but thousands of railway- 
men .were dependent on the much more 
vital railway transport svstem. 

Mr. C. D. Watters, Chief Organiser in 
Ireland, made a report to the meeting on 
the negotiations which had already taken 
place with the railway companies on the 
question of wage increases. 

A further’ resolution was passed unani« 
mously by the meeting : “ That this meeta 
ing, having heard rumours from various 
sources, including the Press, that it is 
the Government’s intention to introduce 
legislation interfering with the liberty. of 
the workers and their right to’ strike 
hereby warn the Government that should 


any attempt on their part be made to do - 


so, we shall use any and every means in 
our power to prevent such legislation 


being given effect to.’’
